For this reason, the thrifty-wise 
homemaker will sharpen her buy­ 
ing skill by knowing the grades 
of beef that are available. 


Before You Buy 
First, look for the grade 
The 
purple-shield-shaped grade mark 
is a guide to beef quality. Even 
though you may not always lie 
able to see it on every cut, most 
food stores which offer USDA 
graded meat will let you know 
it, with a sign in the store, in 
their newspaper ads or on the 
label which tell price and weight. 
The grades most 
commonly 
found in retail markets are USDA 
prime, choice and good. 
These 
are the three most flavorful, 
tender grades of meat. 
Other, 
lower quality grades rarely ap­ 
pear on meat counters; they are 
generally 
used 
for 
processed 
meat products. 
Prime meat is the highest qual­ 
ity of the three topmost grades. 
It is also generally the most ex­ 
pensive. 
USDA choice meats are much 
more popular with consumers and 
are always available in large sup­ 
ply. It Is quite tender and juicy, 
yet has less fat than the prime 
grade. 
USDA good is a popular grade 
for thrifty shoppers. While it lacks 
some of the juiciness and flavor 
of prime and choice, it just as 
nutritious . . . and is usually low­ 
er priced. 
Secondly, consider the cut of 
meat you want. 
Cuts vary in 
tenderness. 
Some 
cuts 
of 
the 
topmost 
USDA grades are tender enough 
to be cooked in dry heat. 
You 
may even roast, broil or fry-pan 
these cuts. Others, regardless of 
grades, are less tender and must 
be cooked with moist heat—brais­ 
ed or pot roasted.

that will 
be a credit to 
your 
home and your skill. 
On the other hand, 
the tool 
inventory in a first-class 
shop: 
can easily top $2,000 
But don’t let the costs alarm 
you. Most of the basic tools are 
a must for any householder — 
pliers, hammer, saw. screwdriv­ 
ers, brace-and-bit, plane. From 
this point you simply add tools 
one at a time as you need them, 
leani to use them and can afford 
them. It’s a mistake to build up! 
a tool inventory faster than you 
can learn to use them. You'll 
simply 
become 
confused 
and 
none of your tools will do a s 
much for you as they are ca­ 
pable of doing. 
Yo u’ll find tha t ea ch to o l a dds 
a new ho rizo n to y o ur wo rk a nd 
tha t o ften it co sts less tha n the 
ma teria ls required fo r the jo b. 
As for space, you can store a n 
adequate workshop in a suitcase 
under the bed and lay a piece 
of plywood across a pair of saw­ 


horses for a bench. My first 
workshop was a baggage locker 
m the basement of an apart- 
| ment house. One of the most 
useful workbenches I ever had 
was a large wooden packing 
case laid on its side and mount­ 
ed on casters. The inside of the 
box stored a good supply of 
scrap lumber 
and 
a 
clamp-on 
wood-working vise was 
all I 
i needed to make a bench out of 
it. 


As a matter of fact you’d be 
well advised not to start out by 
building a workbench. Wait un­ 
til you know exactly what you 
j wa nt and a re skillful eno ug h to 
build a bench tha t advertises 
your skill to all your friends. 
Face up to it; any hobby is 
something of a boast and your 
workbench is your showcase. 
Your shop can take over your 
entire basement if you have the 
i space to spare. On the other 
hand it will fit into whatever 
space 
is 
available. 
Simply 
¡choose your tools to fit your 
space. It'll work. 
By 
all 
means 
buy 
qual­ 
ity tools. Half the fun of a hobby 
is nice equipment. There is lit­ 
tle difference in cost and poor 
tools will let you down. 
Once you’re ready to move 
from hand tools you'll want a 
power saw, the heart of any 


¡shop. Whether you pick a tilting 
arbor table saw', the increasing-. 
;ly popular (and slightly more 
¡expensive) radial arm saw or a 
combination tool, you’ll find the! 
saw will really put your shop ■ 
in hig h g ea r. One of its most 
impo rta nt functions is to “ work 
up” wha t would otherwise be 
waste lumber scraps into usable 
stock. These savings will actu­ 
ally pay for the saw in a very 
few' years. 
Next comes the scroll saw, 
which can also double for a 
band saw in freeing you from 
straight line cutting. 
At 
this point 
you will 
be 
ready to pull away from advis- j 
ers and decide for yourself in 
which order you will acquire 
drill press, jointer, lathe, band 
saw, shaper, sandcr and grind­ 
er. Top quality power tools will 
range from $100 to $300 and if 
you watch for them you'll find 
many good used tools for far 
less. Portable power tools rang­ 
ing from $10 to $75 also have 
, their place in a good shop. 
Two final words of caution: 
Don’t acquire to o ls fa ster tha n 
you can learn to use them;
